New York, July 13.—Thirteen deaths 
@ttributed to the hot weather were re- 
corded in New York today. In addition 
@ score or more of persons were over- 
come by the heat and are under treat- 
ment in the city hospitals. Despite a 
drenching rainfall during the forenoon 
and scattered showers throughout the 
day, the thermometer rose to a maximum 
of 85 degrees. During the afternoon the 
drop was more decided than for the past 
five days and tonight a strong westerly 
Weeze js bringing a share of relief. The 
Mh humidity and the continuance 
throughout the night of temperatures 
varying only slightly from those of the 
hottest hours of the day have caused the 
heavy fatality attending the present hot 
Spéll in this city. 

John McCerroon, complaining of illness 
induced by the heat and sent to his home 
in Third avenue, lost consciousness as he 
Was ascending the stairs and fell backe 
ward, breaking his neck. 

Stricken suddehly by the heat as he 
Was working on a roof in the Bronx, 

ve] Schultz, a _ painter, fell five 
Stories to the ground and was instantly 
killed. Many children were included in 
the death list.

A similar bill was 
introduced in 1890-91 by Mr. Berner, of 
Monroe, I supported both of these bills 
earnestly in The Journal. The Richmond 
and Danville railroad, which had absorb. 
ed the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, stretching from Chatta- 
nooga to Brunswick, was at that time 
seeking to control the Georgia Central 
railroad. The object of these bills was 
largely to prevent this misconduct by 
the Richmond and Danville. The bills 
were defeated, The Richmond and Dan- 
lville obtained control of the property, 
and the property was wrecked. 

“I have never changed the view which 
I entertained when the Olive and Berner 
bills were ronding in the legishature, and 
The Atl-sta Journal during the time I 
held stock in the paper never expressed 
a view out of harmony with its previous 
position on this subject.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 


An interesting fight over a whisky bint | 
was precipitated in the committee on 
corporations yesterday and the rather 
unusual spectacle of a local Measure be- 
ing unanimously turned down was wit- 
nessed. 

When Chairman Little called his com- 
mittee to order yesterday afternoon a 
bill to amend the act incorporating the 
town of McCaysville, in Fannin county, 
on the Tennessee border, so as to provide 
for the sale of whisky in the town, in- 
troduced in the house by Mr. Powell, of 
Fannin, was called as a special order. 

Several gentlem@ were present to op- 
pose the bill as well as a number favor- 
ing the same. Victor Smith, attorney for 
the Tennessee Copper Company, and Rev. 
R. H. Robb, president of a school located 
at Epworth, a skort distance from Mc- 
Caysville, were among those who opposed 
.e measure. 

air. Smith made a strong plea in favor 
of the women and children, whom he as- 
serted, would be most directly and ada- | 
versely affected if .se bill was passed. 
He submitted a number of petitions both 
from citizens living in MeCaysville and 
also from citizens living in McCays, which 
is the Tennessee side of the town, op- 
posing the measure. 

Among those who favored the bill was 

L. Collector, a merchant whose Jew- 
ish descent was plainly visible by his 
broken English. Mr. Collector declared 
that the citiz§ns wanted to be allowed 
to legalize the sale of whisky because 
a. number of blind tigers were doing busi- 
ness in the town. 

When asked by Mr. Smith why he did 
not report these blind tigers since he 
knew of their existence to the grand 
jury, ‘Mr. Collector replied, “Because I 
am in business there.’ This reply >»ro- 
voked hearty laughter from members of | 
the committee. 

Mr .Williams, of Laurens, made a 
vigorous speech opposing the meas ‘ire, 
saying that the “assertion that open bar- 
rooms are in the interest of morals is 
untrue.” He said that when he was so- 
licitor he could always find the blind 
tigers and put them out of business. 

Captain Davis, of Bibb, also spoke 
against the bill and moved that it be 
reported back to the house with the 
recommendation that it do not pass., His 
motion was unanimously carried. ‘

Inter-County Roads. 

The house committee on general agri- 
culture yesterday reported favorably on | 
the bill by Mr. Fraser, of Liberty, under + 
which two or more counties are au- 
thorized to cooperate in the matter of 
establishing, constructing and maintain- 
ing inter-county pwblic roads. 

This bill is said to have originated as 
the result of a discussion had in the 
Savannah chamber of commerce some 
time ago. It is said to be particularly 
the desire of Chatham county to cooper- 
ate with the surrounding counties in 
building up a system of roads between 
the counties in that section. There is a 
deuble object fn this, for while it will 
greatly benefit the counties whose roads 
are improved, it will also result in get- 
ting a large amount of trade in Savan- 
nah from outlying territory which could 
not reach the city without good roads. 

The bill provides that such counties as 
wish to enter into an agreement of this 
kind may combine their misdemeanor 
chaingang forces in working and build- 
ing public roadg, the expense to be borne 
by the counties benefited in accordance 
with the amount o« work done. 

While there was some slight oppositiag 
to the measure at first, it disappeared 
after a statement regarding its purposes 
had been made by Mesers. Stoaevall, of 
Chatham, and McMichael, of Marion. 


Better Railroad Service. 
After brief discussion the special judici- 
ary committee of the house made a fa- 
vorable report yesterday on the bill by 


Mr. Steed, of Carroll, providing for an

commission so as to autorize that body 


to compel railroad companies in Georgia

Mr. Steed 
as been working at this matter ever 
since he has been in the legislature, and 
he is much gratified now that succesy 
seems much nearer in sight. 


The Pension Deficit. 

The general appropriations cornmittee 
of the house yesterday made a favorable 
report upon the bill bg Mr. Kelly, of 
Glascock, providing for an appropriation 
of $27,580 to supply the deficit in the 
pension fund for 1905. This bill will be- 
passed as soon as it can be reached in 
the house. 

All other special appropriation bills 
have ‘been tabled by the committee pend- 
ing action on the general appropriations 
bill which will be introduced in the house 
today and taken up for consideration by 
the committee next Tuesday afternoon. 
At that time also the trustees of the 
State university will be given a hearing 
regarding the Connor bill providing for 
an agricultura] college at Athens. 

The general] appropriations committee 
reported adversely on the bill to spend 
the rental from the state’s property at 
Indian Spring, for several years to come, 
in the improvement of the property. 


A State Veterinary. 

The bill by Mr. King,-of Newton, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a state 
veterinary surgeon, whenever the ser- 
vices of such an officer are necessary, 
was given the hearty endorsement of the 
house committee on general agriculture 
yesterday. After the bill had been read 
and explained by Mr. King it was re- 
ported favorably by a unanimous vote. 

This bill provides that such veterinary 
surgeon shall be appointed by the com- 
missioner of agriculture and that his 
services shall be called in only when he 
is needed. It is provided that when he 
is called on he sigall be paid $5 a day 
and expenses. This expense is to be paid 
directly from the fund arising from the 
fertilizer inspection fees. 

It will be the duty of such veterinary 
surgeon to go to any point in the state 
where there is found t& be an epidemic 
disease among cattle or stock and do 
whatever is necessary for the suppression 
and stamping out of such disease. When- 
ever it is found necessary to kill any 
live stock to suppress an epidemic dis- 
ease half of the value of such stock 
shall be paid to the ownér by the county 
in which this action is taken. It ig be- 
lieved - Mr. King’s bill will meet with 
general favor. 

Ail the bills providing for the amend- 
ment of the fish and game laws pending 
before the genera] agriculture commit- 
tee were referred to a subcommittee for 
investigation and report.

GRIFFIN WANTS STATE FARM. 


Will Make Fight To Retain Exper- 
ment Station. 

Griffin, Ga., July 1!2.—(Special.)—Char- 
cellor Walter B. Hill and Professor H. 
C. White met with the board of educa- 
tion of this city and discussed the situa- 
tion here in regard to the active opposi- 
tion of the people of this vicinity to the 
appropriation of $100,000 to build an 
agricultural college at Athens. It is a 
plan of these gentlemen to establish 
several agricultural high schools in var't- 
ous sections of the state and to be sure 
to have one at the experimental statior 
here, but it seems to be also contem- 
plated to remove the state experimental] 
station to Athens. 

Griffin people are much opposed to this 
plan. The property, which is extremeiy 
valuable now, was given by Griffin peo- 
ple to the state-for an agricultural sta- 
tion and they wijl resist strongly any 
effort to move it. It seems that Griffin 
has played in hard luck in giving lang to 
Georgia. First the. experimental station 
was given with the understanding thit 
an agricultural college would be estab- 
lished there. This was not done, and 
now it is proposed ro take it away. 
Then land was deeded to the state by 
our citizens for an encampment ground, 
and it is now abandoned, and the state 
does not use it. Therefore, the most 
burning question of tne day is this one 
which affects the experimental station. 
Committees have been appointed ani a 
vigorous fight is to be made for what the 
people of Griffin thinw are their rights,

At times he grew 
eloquence in speaking of the “absolute 
necessity for a revision of the laws s0 
aS to provide for an equalization of the 
burden of taxation.’”’ 

“As the laws now read and are en- 
forced the heaviest ‘burden falls upon the 
farms and farmers throughoy’ the state. 
Now | want to be distinctly understood, 
and do not want {ft to go out that I 
favor the genera] assembly taking any 
ridical step in this direction, for I be- 
lieve that the individual as well as the 
corporation should pay his share of the 
taxes, but | am emphatically in favor of 
the corporations paying their pro rata 
share of the taxes 

“I opposed the bill offered in the last 
legislature because I though it was crude 
and would likely work an injustice. We 
Jo not want to take 1 hasty step and 
hence the provision of my resolution to 
the affect that this joint committee take 
ample time and prepare its recommenda- 
tions during the vacation of this assembly 
and report at the session next year.”’ 


Might Have Been a Deficit. 

Senator Candler spoke of the recent 
reduction in the tax rate to § mills, and 
stated that while he favored the reduc- 
tion, he was aware of the fact that if 
cotton had dropped to 5 cents instead of 
going to 10 cents a pound there would 
have been a serious deficit in the treas- 
ury during the next fiscal yesor. 

“This is a question which affects every 
interest in the state, and I unhesitating- 
ly say that tax reform in Georgia over- 
shadows every other question of reform 
now being agitated bafore the people. 
The matter affects the very vitals of 
government and at the same time directly 
affects every individual and unit of gov- 
ernment.”

IS INDICATED 


President jordan Did Not 
Advise Holding for 
15 Cents.. 


The officials of the Southern Cotton 
Association who are in Washington to- 
day will first give their attention to the 
bureau officials in Washington and then 
if it igs deemed necessary will move on 
to Oyster Bay, where they will mect 
an appointment designated by President 
Roosevelt. 

Before leaving the city President Jor- 
dan, in the presence of Secretary Cheat- 
ham, stated most emphatically that he 
bad at no time advised the cotton plant- 
ers to hold for a price of 15 cents. About 
all President Jordan said is in the state- 
ment here presented. It reads: 

“Heavy and continuous rains tHhrough- 
out the cotton belt during the past week 
have seriously affected growing cotton. 
The plants are taking on too much growth 
and too little fruit where well cultivated, 
and inability to plow is leaving many 
fields grassy. Present conditions indi- 
cate a shorter crop each day they con- 
tinue. If an eleven million-bale crop 
should be grown, which now appears an 
impossibility, it should easily bring to 
the planters 12 cents per pound. If only 
10,000,000 bales are harvested, which 
present conditions indicate, then it is 
hard to predict just where the price will 
go. Cotton producers should go slow in 
selling their present holdings, or in sign- 
ing contracts for the future delivery of 
their cotton at present prices. A mini- 
mum of 10 cents per pound should only 
be adhered to in the production of full 
normal crops to meet the needs of 
consumption. HARVIE JORDAN,

It is asserted by Senator Phillips and 
other citizens of Fannin and surround- 
ing counties that the destruction of veg- 
etation by the fumes from these cop- 
per smelting plants is worse now than 
it ever was, notwithstanding the fact 
that the old method of roasting the ore 
over open fires has been abolished. 

It will be remembered that this case 
was up before the supreme court of 
the United States a short time ago, hav- 
ing been carried there by Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart, and that the matter was get- 
tled by the agreement of the Ducktown 
company to change .ts methods of roast- 
ing the ore. A new method was in- 
troduced by which the fumes and smoke 
are carried to a considerable distance 
in the air by means of stacks. 

Instead of lessening the evil com- 
plained of, Senator Phillips asserts that 
the damage has been greatly increased 
by reason of the fact that the fumes 
and smoke are now carried to a higher 
distance in the air and consequently are 
spread by the wind over a larger area 
of territory, destroying almost every va- 
riety of vegetable life.

SECURES PRIZE 


Georgia School Improve- 
ment Club Holds First 
Anniversary. 


Athens, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Schoo] Improvement Club was 
called to order this morning in the col- 
loge chapel on tho occasion of the first 
anniversary of the founding of the or- 
ganization. 

Quite a large nutnber of delegates were 
present when the meeting was called to 
order by Mrs, Gertrude Alexander, the 
first vice president, who presided in the 
place of Mrs. Walter B. Hill, the presi- 
dent, who was unable to be present. 

The first business was the hearing of 
the report of the club at Rabun Gap. 
This report was mude by Mrs. W. H. 
Greenwood, presifent of the club. It toid 
of the work that had been done by the 
women of the Tennessee valley in helping 
beautify the grounds around Bleckley In- 
dugtrial Institute, that has just been fin- 
ished and that will be opened for the 
scholars of that section at an early date. 
The report was a revelati¥n as to what 
can be done by earnest and consecrated 
women. This club undertook the work 
of beautifying eight acres of land around 
the schoo] building. This land was heavy 
forest and dense undergrowth, and re- 
quired much labor, but urged on by the 
women, many Of whof assisted in loading 
wagons with wood and such hard labor, 
the work was accomplished, and the 
school grounds have been in a large 
measure beautified. The club is now 
engaged in the work of raising money 
for the school pbuilding and also the 
purcnase of a piano, 

Dr. Arnold Tompkins, of Chicago, ad- 
dressed the club along the jine of the 
work in hand, and state dthat just such 
problemg confronted the peopie of the 
north relative to improving school 
grounds and houses, and that the only 
difference he saw between the sections 
was that the north had the most money 
with which to effect these improvements, 
all of which made _ the success of the 
gouthern women all the more noteworthy. 

Professor Alexander Rhodes, vf the 
State Normal School, addressed the club 
on the subject of beautifying the school 
grounds, and laid special stress on the 
necessity of having plenty of shrubs, 
plants and flowers on the school grounds. 

The committee of judges on the contest 
between the schools for the prize of 
twenty-five dollars offered to the scnool 
showing the greatest improvement dur- 
ing the past year, made its report as foi.

It is 
understood that Williams will also plead 
self-defense.

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PROPOSED COUNTY OF TOOMBS WITH VIDALIA AS COUNTY SITE. 
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VIDALIA CITIZENS WANT 
COUNTY SITE OF “TOOMBS” 


ON. S. B. MEADOWS, mayor of 
L Vidalia and one of the most active 

and. enterprising citizens of that 
hustling Georgia city, was in Atlanta 
yesterday in the interest of the move- 
ment to make Vidalla the county site of 
the proposed new county of Toombs. 

A bill has already been introduced in 
the legislature providing for the carving 
out of a new county from parts of 
Emanuel, Montgomery and Tattnall, but 
the measure already before the solons 
names Lyons, in Tattnall county, as the 
county site. 

In speaking of the later movement Mga 
Meadows said: 

“Our people believe that Vidalia has 
the best showing in this matter and 
we will make a strong fight to secure the 
new county and to have our hustling city 
named as its county site. 

“We have a splendid little city 


in a 


fine section. We hawe four lines ‘of 
road and two more in course of con- 
struction, which will enable poeple in 
all sections. of the new county to reach 
the court house quickly and easily by 
rai]. The population of our town numbers 
between 1,500 and 1,8 people. We have 
a handsome new brick school house, three 
neat church buildings of the Methodist, 
Baptist and Presbyterian denomination, 
a new cotton compress, a new cotton seed 
of1 mill, a new long staple gin factory 
where the famous double roller Foss 
gin is manufactured, an ice factory, elec- 
tric- light and water works in course 
of construction, a planing mill and va- 
riety works running on full time, one 
saw mill, an up-to-date suction gin and a. 
grits mill. 

“A healthy and prosperous locality, 
with good banking facilities, a good trad- 
ing point, two drug stores, one of them 


| wholesale and retail; twenty-five retail 
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i site 
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stores, including one wholesale and re- 
tail dry goods store. 

“The new county of Toombs will have 
between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 of tax- 
able property, it is in one of the best 
farming sections of wiregrass Georgia 
and has good pubtic roads radiating in 
every direction. 

“This amendment will create a county 
15x28 miles, making an area of 420 
Square miles, including 20 to 22 square 
miles taken from the southeast corner 
ff Emanuel county, and the balance of 
about 400 square miles being taken in 
about equal proportions from Montgom- 
ery and Tattnall counties. 

“The original bill to create Toombs 
county was opposed by the people of 
Montgomery. cougty because there was 
already a movement on foot to take part 
the western part of that county to 
incorporated in the proposed new 
county of Stephens.
